The inventions described in claims 1, 3, 5, and 7 do 
not involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 
and document 2 cited in the international search report. 
Document 1 discloses a device for putting on a glove, said 
device having holding members (2, 2) equipped with 
gripping claws (2a, 2a), and a moving mechanism (3) for 
moving the holding members; and a method for putting on 
gloves that uses the device. Further, as shown in fig. 9 
and 10, document 2 discloses a device for putting on 
gloves, said device being provided with a plurality of 
housing members (2) for holding gloves. A person skilled 
in the art could easily conceive of applying the feature 
wherein a plurality of gloves are arranged ahead of time, 
disclosed in document 2, to the device and method 
disclosed in document 1. 
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The inventions described in claims 2 and 4 do not 
involve an inventive step in the light of document 1 and 
document 2, and document 3 newly cited in the 
international preliminary examination report. Document 3 
discloses a glove formed from plastic sheets (12, 14) and 
having a tear-off portion (26), a line of perforation 
(28), and holes (30), and rods (32). A person skilled in 
the art could easily conceive of using the glove disclosed 
in document 3 as a glove for use with the device and 
method disclosed in document 1. 

The inventions described in claims 8, 9, and 11 to 
13 lack novelty in the light of document 3. 



The inventions described in claims 6, 10, and 14 are 
not disclosed in document 1, document 2, or document 3, 
nor would they be easily derived from these •. -ts.
